LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 2—‘‘No, it 
is not feasible,” said Glenn Curtiss to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent, when 
asked for his opinion on the advisabil- 
ity of having all aviation under -super- 
visors of competent authority to pass en

The spirit of militeriem was as 
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weather conditions as well as the aviat- 


ors themselves. 

“No one on the ground knows any- 
thing abeut the conditions in the alti- 
tudes, 
come when no aviator will be permit- 
ted to carry passengers wntil his ma- 
chine has been inspected and passed up- 
on by a Government officer, and when 
every aviator will have to have a licensé 
just as a chauffeur does now. Only, I 
believe the license should be issued by 
the national Government instead of by 
city er State authority. 


Aviators Difficulties, 
“The difficulties an aviator has to 


contend with are not with the wind, 
but with the kind of wind he encount- 
ers. No matter what thé velocity of 
the wind is, he can fly. Men have 
flown in wind of 70 miles velocity. The 
dangers come when, for example, the 
nights are cold and the days het. That 
condition creates wind of the whirlwind 
variety and they are to contend with. 

‘But no supervision would have pre- 
vented the tragedies of Saturday. It 
was not the wind, I think that had to 
tdo with Hoxsey’s accident. -The wind 
might have cut some figure, but Hoxsey 
has successfully navigated werse air 
than that. You may put me down un- 
qualifiedly, that I do net favor any at- 
tempt to supervise weather conditions, 

“As to the capabilities of machines, 
that part is feasible as soon as someone 
of efficiency can be found to do the su- 
pervising. But it will be some time be- 
fore that can be done properly.” 

Agrees With Curtiss. 

‘You must leave that to us,” said 
Walter Brookins, discussing the same 
subject. “We are the only ones who 
can tell what the weather conditions 
are @nd it would be useless for any 
committee or board to determine it for 
us. We have to take our chances and 
that Is all there'is to it.. Accidents will 
happen in any walk of life. It‘might be 
all right to have the machines inspect- 


ed, but no one would do that as thor-j 


oughly as we do ourselves. I am sure 
I would not attempt a flight in a ma- 
chine someone else, had inspected. I 
don’t care who he might be or how ex- 
pert or what an authority, if 1 didn’t 
think -on my own inspection -that the 
machine was all right I wouldn't make 
the flight. And I am also sure that I 
would not take anyone else's word for 
weather conditions.” 


Ely Opposes Scheme. 

‘That sounds like folly,’’ said Bugene 
Ely of the Curtiss camp, when told of 
the proposition. .A board of supervisors 
would have to fly before they could tell 
the conditions and they would have to 
be everywhere in the air all the time, 
because the conditions change at vari- 
ous heights and from minute to minute. 
No, it is absurd.” 

‘You might as well try to regulate the 
air as to supervise i*.”’ said Hubert 
Latham, the Frenchman. ‘‘Regulation of 
individuals ‘would be all right and l- 
censing wili come eventually. But I 
fear it is a long way off yet. These ac- 
cidents, such as Hoxsey’s and Mois- 
sant’s, tragic as they are and sad as 
they are, cannot be avoided except by 
staying on tho ground—and then a street 
car or an automobile will run over you. 
Further development of the machines 
and the art of aviation will correct 
many of the causes of such accidents.

The improvement ef Gravois road is 
a suggestion of Capt. Robert McCylloch 
of the United Railways Co. To bring 
about this improvement, it Is estimated, 
about $200,000 or $300,000 would have to be 
spent for two biocks of improved prop- 
erty.

Gress to be given in St. Louis Jan. 31, 
of his successful campaign against 
smoke. The place for the address has 
not yet, been selected... Mrs. Louis 
Marion MeCall is in charge of the ar- 
}rangements.. He is a public speaker 
of repute, and has delivered his anti- 
smoke address in Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land and Detroit. 

St. Paul has an ordinance which does 
not, like the St. Louis ordinance, pro- 
vide that it shall be a defense for the 
producer of emoke to show that there 
is no consuming or preventive device 
pdapted to his use. The St. Paul 
smoke law unreservedly forbids smoke 
from chimneys, boats and locomotives 
and provides $25 te $100 fines and terms 
of imprisonment ranging to 9% days 
for violations. 

Conferread With Firemen. 

The ordinance does not provide for 
the appointment of any special officer 
to enforce it, and Mayor Smith turned 
the task over in 198 to the Health 
Commissioner. Before proceeding in 
his campaign, Dr. Ohage questioned 
officers of the national and local un- 
ions of steam firerién as to whether, 
in their belief.the existing smoke 
nuisance could.reasonably be prevented 
without injury to trade and manufac- 
turing interests. 

The answérs were in the affirmative, 
and the Health Commissioner then 
adopted as his motto, “Smoke does 
not mean prosperity; it means waste 
of fuel and disregard for the rights 
of others.’’ “This motto he printed at

“The commission appointed by Gov. Hadley to 
formulate an employer’s Uability law has reported 
that after considering all the information it could 
obtain it is of the opinion that the framing of a 
proper bill requires so much farther study of Mis- 
souri conditions that a commission should be au- 
thorized and appointed and given. about two 
years to gather facts and study the matter. 

In Illinois, Wisconsin and New York elaborate 
investigations. have been made but with such un- 
satisfactory results that the conclusions of the 
investigators should ndt be accepted “here: — It is 
a singular situation. Not often does it happen 
that a legislature-hesitates to enact intd law any 
half-baked measure presented. is must be a 
virgin field. Mr. Roosevelt plowéd it in two or 
three messages. Congress passed one measure in 
{ts application to interstate business, which the 
Supreme Court made void. It has been the sub- 
ject of much wise. writing and deep thinking, 
but so intricate is it that Missouri must have two 
years in which to learn for itself. 

But, instead of a commission for the investiga- 
tion of this specific subject, how much wiser it 
would be for the Genera] Assembly to establish a 
legislative reference bureau of the kind in ex- 
istence in Wisconsin and Pennsylvania. Such a 
bureau gathers, classifies and makes ready fo 
reference materia] likely to be of use to. the 
lawmakers. The basis of the classification is the 
living statute law of the State, that is, unre- 
pealed statutes, exclusive of those held by the 
courts to be repealed by implication or declared 
unconstitutional. 

When this has been done the bills introduced 

at the last legislative session are filed and the 
history of each is appended. A card index of bills 
introduced into other State Legislatures is made 
and copies of important bills are secured and 
filed. Newspapefs and periodicals are subscribed 
for, carefully clipped, and the clippings are in- 
dexed and filed. Books, court decisions and com- 
pilations of laws constitute a part of the; equip- 
ment. 
With such a system members of the Legislature 
are supplied with the best information upon 
many subjects and their deliberations have an 
accuracy and display an intelligence’ not other- 
wise possible. Such a bureau would not only 
obviate all necessity for a commission to inves- 
tigate employer’s liability legislation but place 
legislative committees in a position to do the 
most effective work.

I saw in your December 22d issue that i1é4 
children and seven grown persons in the: “Mis- | 
sourl Masonic Home at Delmar were made ill by 
partaking of food in which poisonous ptomaines 
had developed.” It is certainly appalling to learn 
how rapidly ptomaine poisoning cases have in- 
creased since the enforcement of the Pure Food 
law. .According to press dispatches there have 
been in the United States, since the enforcement 
of this law 22,116 cases of ptomaine poisoning, 
915 of which were fatal. Prior to the enact- 
ment of the Pure Food law borax and boron 
compounds were used on meat, fish, fowl, sausage, 
oysters, etc., consequetly such food, which readily 
becomes contaminated, was kept In an hygienic, 
healthful condition. 

The Pure Food law compels truthful labels on 
all packages which contain food. A _ truthful 
label, however, upon meat, fish, fowl, sausages, 
oysters, etc./ will not prevent them from spoil- 
ing, 80 that conditions are favorable for the 
propogation -of poisonous germs. Thus, while 
the Pure Food law compels truthful labels, it 
does not, on account of prohibiting preservatives, 
insure that food will reach the consumer in a 
pure, healthful condition; neither does the label 
prevent perishable articles of food from deterior- 
ating, when in the consumer’s hands, so as to 
become a menace to health and life. 

The authorities should realize the above facts 
and amend the laws so as to permit the use of 
modern non-injurious preservatives on all articles 
of food that favor the propagation of poisonous 
germs.
